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East IniUan Sporting Sketohes.—Ko. 18. 
lajudia, during the rainy season, all out-of-door 
sports are well nigh given up. The steady rush of pour¬ 
ing rain is so seldom intermitted with sunshine, that It 
requires great strength of mind and love of sport to 
think even of gelling out. 

Of course there are dry spells, but they are very rare, 
at least in some parts of India. Nor are these drj’ spells 
as welcome as one would imagine. The rain censes; 
the gray curtain of cloud is swept aside by the intense 
power of the mid-summer sun; the reeking earth gives 
back to the air in clouds of steaming vapor a portion 
of the moisture it has so lately received; a humid still¬ 
ness reigns over the earth; and mankind swelters, whilst 
all else of animal life languishes in the baleful atmos¬ 
phere. It is during these cessations of rain that the 
terrible outbreaks of cholera and fever spread devasta¬ 
tion through the land, and decimate the domineering 
white population, notwithstanding the efforts of science 
and money. 

While it rains, it is fairly, and, in comparison with 
the dry season, cool; but it rains so persistenly that 
there is no chance of keeping a dry skin. For, if you 
encase yourself in water-proof garments you will speed¬ 
ily be as soaked by extracted moisture as you would 
otherwise be by the rain. Still there arc a few energet¬ 
ic men who must have out-of-door exercise, rain or no 
rain. In those parts of the country where the soil is of 
that black loam so productive of cotton, and called 
black cotton soil, and in which the antelope is to be 
found, energetic sportsmen have invented a new 
means of Indulging in hunting. The black buck is by 
far the swiftest animal in India, and under ordinary 
circumstances can show a clean sot of heels to horse or 
bound; but when the heavy rains have soaked the black 
soil through for many feet and made the country into a 
vast quagmire, these dainty-limbed, sharp-hoofed 
beauties often sink to their knees and hocks in the 
clinging mire. A horse has not better footing, but the 
elastic foot of the dog, though unable to keep on the 
surface, does not sink so deeply. Thus, it may be said 
that the black buck is handicapped by the heavy na¬ 
ture of the soil, and during the rainy season, is brought 
down somewhat to the levei of the dog; but not quite, 
for even then the fleetest and stoutest polygar will ndt 
be able to run.lnlo a sound and healthy full-grown an¬ 
telope. But at this stage of affairs man comes into 
play with his plans, and so arranges matters that two 
bucks, out of every three run at, should fall a victim to 
bis desire for venison. 

Let me convey my readers away to the central prov¬ 
inces of India, and place them in the inside -of a 
bachelor's bungalow, along with half a dozen young fel¬ 
lows who are going out to hunt the buck on the cotton 
_ fields. Five and a half couple of dogs had already 
been sent out to have a good rest at the half-way horse- 
stage on the road between Eamptee and Bamteak. All 
the man are lightly clad In flannels, with stout lace-up 
shooting boots on their feel; out of some of the breast- 
pockeUmay bo seen protruding the heads of grog 
flasks; round their waists are bolts ftom which depend 
the regular shikaree knife; and whistles of all sorts 
oomplbte their hunting outfit. 


It is drawing towards noon; the ruin is coming down 
with steady persistence; j-et, they mount and canter 
away to the ferry, thence along the road to the stage- 
house, whore the horses can have shelter whilst man 
and dog go out to hunt. 

A couple of Shikarees had been out to look for a 
herd of deer, and one had come back to show us where 
they were browsing. Soon we were away, at first 
across some solid ground, but latterly right across the 
quagmire before mentioned. Then we come in sight of 
the second hunters' loin-cloth hanging in a tree and 
know our game is nigh. 

Posts have all been assigned by lot, and proper sig¬ 
nals arranged for slipping each couple of dogs at the 
right moment. My post was right at the very oppo¬ 
site side of the proposed line of circumambiation, so 

1 took two fine Bringaris belonging to P-, who was 

not out with us, and started off. Old H-with Tip- 

poo and Major bad the post next nearest to the right of 

me, and P-had the first post from the initial point, 

while C- and T- had to go round to the left, 

leaving M- at the base of operations with Kilty 

and two curs of no breeding, but many good qualities, 
to guard the outlet to the sound ground. As each man 
arrived at his assigned post, he gave a -sharp whistle, 
with a number of notes corresponding to his station, 
which was passed on to the base, where the shikarees 
were in waiting to advance upon the antelope and 
drive them towards one or other of the huuters. About 
ten minutes after I had given my signal, the herd came 

trotting to a point midway between H- and I. 

H-, ever ready, gave a loud yell, which sent them 

across towards me. When the leaders were about 100 
yards off, I rose from behind the bush that was screen¬ 
ing me, sighted the dogs and let them go after the fiying 
bucks, who broke into two divisions, two bucks getting 

towards H-, whilst the remainder of the herd went 

right across the surround towards M-. Sheik, the 

biggest of the Brlng^aris, took after the two bucks, but 
Ahmed took after the others. This was annoying, for 
it divided our forces, as I knew H — was too staunch 
to let the dog fight it out alone to his detriment, and in 
this I was right, for with a wild halloo he let the lead¬ 
ing buck go, and slipped Tlppoo and Major not 80 yards 
from the last one, a tremendous fat old black fellow. 
This tuhied him back into the circle which soon con¬ 
tained two bunted deer, instead of the one expected, 

for M-bad turned buck a nice young two-year-old 

buck after whom were six dogs. 'The scene now be¬ 
came Intensely exciting. Picture a circle about a mile 
across, kept by 14 gesticulating and shooting human 
beings, and enclosing two bucks and nine dogs, divid¬ 
ed into two separate hunts. As one or other buck ap¬ 
proached the circle, he was headed back by desperate 
rushes and the wildest shouting, which goaded and 
terrified him into more frantic bounds, and cheered his 
flagging pursuers to renewed efforts. Tippoo and the 
big Brlngari were giving the old buck a tremendous 
bustling, as they were the fastest animals of our pack, 
and old Major had an occasional lurch, in which some¬ 
what disconcerted the old buck. He was evidently 
getting tired, but so were the dogs, and the question 
was whether they could outstay him. We had no 
more to loose, as the last couple had to be slipped to 


keep the small buck in the circle. At this stage of the 
game. Major’s rare powers of staying were developed. 

for he took up the running very strongly, and as M- 

turned the old buck, Major dashed right up to him; 
Closing, he nipped him by the inside of the leg, and 
turned him right over onto his back, from which he 

vainly struggled to rise, as M-rushed in to give him 

the happy dispatch. This left our undivided attention 
to the other buck, who had to succumb to the united 
efforts of us ail. 

We returned home thoroughly wet to the skin, but 
happy at the unusually successful termination of our 

hunt. The boms of the old buck belonged to H- 

and me, as owners of the first dog. T- took the 

horns of the younger, and the venison was divided be¬ 
tween us. Bengaixe.

To Thk FiEi.n.—The regular meeting of the State 
Association for the Preservation of Game and Fish mol 
at Mercaniilo Library Hall, in this city on Wednesday 
evening last, with J. D. Johnson, Esq., In the Chair. 
Only fifteen members were present. 

The Chairman said he had applications for member¬ 
ship from the Le.trngtoa Shooting and Fishing Club 
and Game Law Association, the 8t. Charles Shooting 
Club and Game Law Association, the St. Louis Central 
Hunting Club, and the St. Louis Gun Club. These 
Clubs weie duly admitted to the State Association. 

Mr. Basil Duke reported that he went to Jefferson 
City last winter, and had a bill introduced for the pres¬ 
ervation of fish, but because of a misunderstanding on 
the part of some it was killed in the Senate after pass¬ 
ing the House. It waa thought unwise to talk up the 
game laws at present and therefore the subject was de¬ 
ferred in the Legislature until some future period. 

Mr. Wadsworth, Treasurer, reported that he had re¬ 
ceived $35 for suberiptions, and bad paid that sum as a 
foe for the admission of the society into the National 
Association. 

The Chairman gave a short account of his attend¬ 
ance as a delegate at the National Convention at Cleve¬ 
land in June last. 

The meeting then went into an election of officers, 
with the following result:

Imong the Trent and Grayling. 

Grand Rapidb, Mich., Aug. 16,'75. 

To Tns Field: —In the whole rnnge of availaole ro- 
aourcea, which Nature has provided of a calisthenic 
character for poor weakened huiiianlty to aeize and 
aubsidize for the benefit of over-worked brain and nerve, 
we know of nothing worthy a higlier place in memory 
at this time, or deserving warmer commendation from 
our pen, than the faclnatlng sport of trout fishing, even 
when only homoeopathic doses are accessible. Yet when 
it falls happily to the lot of man to be favored as we 
have recently been with a profusion of comparative 
success in that direction, we cannot fail to dub the ex¬ 
ercise a supreme benefaction, and a delight which none 
of God’s sentient creatures can take exceptions to, and 
no gradation of pleasurable sports take rank above. 
Therefore, any lino of travel approaching localities 
where the crown prince of the brook darts restlessly 
about, or lives in siatciv beautyj must come in for my 
sincere praise, and we feel that if we neglected to com¬ 
mend them persistently, ours might justly be entitled 
' the one buried talent. 

It seems to bare become a neccssltv indispensable, 
in this fast age of life, which we, with a three score 
years burden upon us, never admitted in our day of early 
usefulness, to devote a small or large portion of the 
heated term to a persistent hunt after the most noted or 
the most eminently healthful spot where some one or 
more of the thousand and one panneean remedies for 
all human ills contained in Mother Nature's medicine 
chest, have been developed and rendered subseiwient to I 
man's real or imaginary needs, each guaranteed to be 
supcrtativcly efficacious in restoring to full working 
order the moat debilitated constitution, overstrained 
nerve, overworked brain, refitting them all and every 
line to recommence and continue for another year the 
combats of a hard life. These locations are usually 
rendered bv every luxurious appliance, as attractive as 
IKissiblc, alike to the pleasure or the health-seeker, and 
reputed to be all things to all men, whereby a few may 
be saved, that is such as may chance to be set dqam_^t 
the right place, and not deceived in respect <o their 
real maladies. No wonder, therefore, that the catalogue 
of such recreative spots is legion, and that railroad, 
steamboat and stage lines too numerous to mention are 
projected, erected, perfected and directed with fair re- 
muncriitive prospects, making them objective in or 
calling points, while printed circulars or even volumes 
are scattered broadcast, descriptive of enchanting, ro¬ 
mantic anil grand scenery through which they pass, the 
invigorating uud lieaUbful climate in which they are lo¬ 
cated, with appearances made doubly sure by number¬ 
less uninspctikablc evidences of miraculous recoveries 
ftttecied by the peculiaralities of the institution, ap¬ 
plauding also the neighboring amusements, every one 
(losscsslng soraetbing adapted to every want and every 
trait of the human heart, and competent fully to retone 
every disorderd chord in the human soul, even though 
it belong to the harp of a thousand strings. Much thus 
exhibited is doubtless fulsome matter, but Michigan 
holds within her borders many resources of a truly 
curative nature, and localities highly picturesque, em¬ 
bracing the needful invigorating climate and amuse¬ 
ments that never fail to charm and alleviate the in¬ 
valided mind, or gratify the most fastidious pleasure- 
seeker. Many of her five thousand one hundred and 
fourteen interior lakes are handsome sheets of water, 
well stocked with fine fish, and surrounded with vrood- 
land scenery, suQlciently wild and (O'and to elicit ex¬ 
pressions of delight from the least observant tourists, 
while the springs brooks and rivers abound in trout and 

^ I^r great variety and justly celebrated mineral 
springs, with palatial hotel accommodations contlgn- 
ous, is no mean feature in the attractive catalogue of 
resorts. 

Lakes aud streams are scattered all along the Grand 
Rapids & Indiana Railroad, and the Flint & Pere 
Market, which cross the State at right angles with each 
other. Towns of good jiromiae are springing up every 
where. 

Acting upon broad hints, a little volume issued by 
the Grand Rapids & Indiana Railroad ofificers, descrip¬ 
tive of scenes along this road, conveyed to the suscepti- 
lile mind of the writer, beiug a veteran sportsman of 
the true “ Zaak Walioo" stamp, and a fond lover of 
the exercise and excitement attending the capture of 
the various kinds of fish found in many waters, and most 
especially the beauties of cool spring brooks and 
rivers so common in Northern Michigan, he determined 
upon working out this particular summer's recreation 
" upon that Tine." And none will impugn the sound¬ 
ness of the impulse and conclusion when they finish 
the following detail of experience in that direction dur¬ 
ing the half of August past. 

Informed that, perchance, the readers of The Field 
ml^t be amused by it, he has consented to copy a 
new leaf recently added to the diary of “our busy and 
strangely diversified life." The volume of which, still 
Incomplete, though very plethoric, has had pages in¬ 
dited therein on every zone of our fair earth, partaking 
in extrtmii almost every phase of incident to which 
human life can be made liable, of either pleasure or 
pain, joy or grief, health or aickness, bouyant prom¬ 
ises of life, or threats of the most dreaded forma of 
death, and entire relaxation or the severest unproduc¬ 
tive labor. This record leaf being one exclusively 
recratlve and pleasurable for reminiscences, we copy it 
with the greater satisfaction. 

Late in the month past, in order to enjoy the very dl- 
veralfled and attractive scenery of forest, farm, water¬ 
mill and village, which is found lavishly spread end to 
end of this road, we took a morning train of the 
Grand Rapids & Indiana cars, provided with a fair kit 
of tools adapted to the capture of almost any of the nu¬ 
merous families of the fresh-water finny tribe, and 
must especially the sleek and beautiful, though wary 


crown prince of the brooks found'withln the rapid flow¬ 
ing tiaes centering In brooks and rivers from cold 
springs, of which there exists In northern Michigan 
very many of a fine order, and well stored with this de¬ 
licious fish. Desirous of testing the richness of the 
various localities of the State, recommended to the 
Waltons of the day, I stopped first at Reed and fished 
the Hersey for the renowned grayling, with indifferent 
success, the day being hot and bright. Taking the 
F. & P. M. Railroad debarking at Forman and ^Id- 
wln, when on the neghboring fine lakes we made a 
gooilly catch of the varied bass family, ranging from 
thi-ee to six pounds each, and a few pike (or pickerel 
as they are very Improperly called,) some of glorious 
size and good navor. Next, returning to Reed June* 
lion and tuki^ the G. R. & I. Railroad again, I trolled 
the clams at Clam lake, where my success was but lit¬ 
tle better than the proverbial fisher's luck, as these 
lakes seem to be persistently hunted. Y'et, a few 
bom's brought to the surface several noble specimens 
of the bass and the warlike pike, showing conclusively 
the lake depths are not yet entirely depopulated, and 
that with a little judicious managemenl aud preserva¬ 
tive policy, the pristine celebrity of these waters as 
grounds for piscatory simrt, might he restored. 

Our next attraction was Grand Traverse, where the 
Boardman with its numerous ^riug tributaries empties 
its cool waters into the noble Traverse bay, a fine and 
resplendent sheet of limpid water bordered by bold 
shores and high lands, covered with hard wood forests, 
and here and there a fine fruit farm dotting the hill¬ 
sides, and varying the picturesque beauty, claiming to 
bo a sure preeurtor of ultimate grandeur, of au utilita¬ 
rian character, for this whole region as evidence of its 
adaptability in that direction as well as the cereal aud 
the root crops, ail of which the American farmer knows 
well how to utilize. 

At this attractive spot we found no bud reprcseula- 
tion of the tourist’s family, some of them expert sports¬ 
men, yet nearly all amateur troutisi's, drawn here by 
the repute of former large catches of this sujjetior fish. 
The fortunes of these haaki were us varied as their 
phizes and their costumes, and it was a source of much 
quiet “plum’’ and merriment note the excited“pbelink3’’ 
and ripples of irrepressible delight which a single cap¬ 
ture of a prince of the brook caused in the person of 
the novitiate. But the expert or veterans waded casually 
along, leaping from log to bank imlustriously basket¬ 
ing their speckled beauties, without even an exultant 
shout. 

One short day's sport on the Bourdiiian, and two 
hours on a small mill pond adjacent the busy towu, 
by the writer, resulted what the following paragraph, 
cut from the ’Traverse Herald of the day shows: 

"Col. B. AVail, of the Michigan Lumberman, has 
been spending a few days in town. He left the happy 
capturer of 120 trout." Among these were some of 
good size, weighing from a half to a full pound. Being 
himself a veteran brookist, and guided by a veteran 
flshist (Mr. Campbell, of the Campbell House, at 
whose hotel good accommodations can be found at all 
times for the sportsman or health and pleasure-seekers) 
it was scarce a large surprise to find thus much of the 
fisherman’s luck crowning our quiet raid on this part 
of the crown prince’s territory. Our next rush was for 
the Rapid river, a tributary of Torch Lake reputed to 
be rich in piscatorial attractions. Leaving the cars at 
Kalkaskia, where a hotel of the same name claims to 
afford good ucconimodalions, took a carriage teu miles, 
(three persons constituting the party.) and at about 10 
M. began our day’s operations. SVe found the river 
at that point a vei-y good stream, but wonderously 
blocked with fallen timber, cedar, brush and a broken 
chaanel, making extremely laborious the pleasures an¬ 
ticipated for the day. At the close of the exercises, 
aided by our cabby, who had the good fortune to add 
to the general stock in fine fish, we found we had made 
a good take of 172 trout, 88 of wliich fell vicrims to 
my hooks and my tackle. The weight of the catch was 
27i pounds. 

The success was fair, though not brilliant, and ob¬ 
tained through so much fatigue, which, combined with 
numerous ducks among legitimate B|>oils of the craf^ 
warned your correspondent that his ^ay head and stiff 
joints were scarcely adequate to further Immediate ex¬ 
ertion in that line, so he beat a hasty-retreat for a 
time, pretty well pleased, however, with the sport he 
had so far enjoyed, the captures he had made, and the 
romance of scene he had witnessed, yet entirely unsa- 
liated as to his piscatorial experience. 

Just here, for the benefit of novice fishers, we ac¬ 
knowledge having been pul out of temper more thau 
half score of times during the day by a loss of that 
many hooka and flys, but a true fisher never lacks 
means of rapid replacement, so the sport was really in¬ 
terrupted but Utile by the chsualiy. 

A short lay-off time judiciously devoted to restful 
quiet and recreative travel, enjoying the cool invigorat¬ 
ing breezes of the lake forests, revived the desire to 
again go on the fly and try to effectually throw the fly, 
which desire culminated in a passage via. sleeper train 
to the new town of Petoskey, the extreme northern ter¬ 
minus of the G. R. & I. road, where we took at an early 
morning hour the steamer Van Raaltc, a boat plying 
regularly between this and Traverse City, calling at all 
interme&ate ports, which are not numerous. At about 
9 A. M. the writer landed on the pier Charlevoix, quite 
an old town, prepared to make another raid upon the 
treasures of the brook, in which, at this point, he, alone 
and unaided, acheived a success he had no conception 
lay within the bounds of human ability, and the record 
of which I think will long remain, as witnessess dubed 



found I had taken no less than 46 ponnds of brook trout 
and fire pound black bass. But to the detail, on ar¬ 
rival at this countzy town 1 proceeded to the Foontam 
City Bouse, a hotm of good parts, kept by a Mr. Cooper 
Ins homely, comfortable country style, strawberries 


and other natlTe berries with tbe trout being his 
specialty. I soon found an old gent froqi Rock I^and, 

III, tbe landlord, eroung brigantine captain and.au 
old salt (Cipt. Geo. Hnghes)were on the eve of going 13 
miles by steam tug to Monroe creek, emptying into the 
south arm of Plne^ke, to trout, so I unhesitatingly 
joined them on Invitation, arriving on the ground at 13 
H.; after lunch we proceeded to limber up, halt and 
throw the book, tjie writer beginning with a fall half 
dozen ahead of any other catch, and at tbe hour of 6 
r. M., when the Gentle Anne, a small passenger boat 
plying on the two arms of this attractive lake, balled us 
to come aboard. 1 found my string couated 47 fine 
specimens of beauty, and the rest of the company bad 
taken enough more to make 106 in all. These regaled 
us with a fine breakfast, and acted as an incentive for 
a more determined personal efl'ort on tbe following 
day. 

As I have the very best of reasons to speak fully and 
favorably of these waters and tbe location, I will ba 
pardoned a digression in the detail and enter a brief dg- 
scriptloD of the situation, &c. 

Thu town is located on a narrow strip of land between 
Luke Michigan and a small lake called ‘‘Round,” from 
its shape, entered by an excavated and docked outlet, 
and in iM turn opened to a larger lake called the “Pine,” 
having two extended arms about 16 to 18 miles long, and 
from 2 to 8 miles wldo^ At the head of the north arm 
enters the river Boyree, said to be an excellent trout 
and grayling stream, and into tbe head of the south arm 
enters tne fine river Jordon, which, by pleased experi¬ 
ence, I can vouch has but few parallels for trout iii 
northern Michigan. Two tngs, the Commodore Nutt 
and Minute Warren (names suggestive of their minia¬ 
ture size) and Annie, a small boat of passage, are doing 
duty daily on the Pine, while quite a goodly number of 
fair sized sail vessels were to be seen all along the main 
sboi'es, taking in cargoes of hemlock bark and bard 
wood made and banied to the front by numerous home 
steaders stuck in quite freely around these lakes. There 
seems to be no pine at all in this region, yet there is u 
sawmill of fair capacity, owned and run on hard wood 
by the Whitewater Manufacturing Co., of Whitewater, 
Wis., whose product is mostly consumed in their reaper 
and furniture shops, &c. Having secured the pleasant 
company of Capt. Geo. Hughes us iiropellisi of the 
small boat, and employed the Commodore Nutt to tow 
118 12 miles on the way, at 8 o'clock we started for the 
Jordan, which proved indeed to be a “hard road to 
travel" (for Capt. George, at least), for after rowing five 
miles we entered its mouth at 11 a. m., and had to make 
about 10 miles against a stiff current before we could 
hope to be on g<^ ground; wo found tbe river pretty 
well cleared of logs and rubbish, and void of impedi¬ 
ment, so we made good headway, having stopped only 
to lunch and once to try Deer creek, with one or two 
protnisiug spots, on our upward passage. The water 
was excessively cold and beautllully clear,, and when 
tlie ripple was off trout could be seen darting in all di¬ 
rections, put in fright by our boat appearing on the 
glassy surface. We soon found we had tbe whole field 
to oui-sclvcs, much to our surprise and gratification, for 
not a human fisherman put m an appearance for the 
day, and the wind being nuile free and steady, keeping 
on just the necessary ripple to make fishing good in the 
absence of clouds. In our upward progess I had tried 
the fiy, with but little show of success, fully satisfied 
that, as there was not a natural fly to be seen in the at¬ 
mosphere, it was scarce worth while to try to tempt the 
wary fish with an artificial one, so by bailing all tbe 
hooks succeeded in taking about a score before reach¬ 
ing the turning point. Here. 1 would say that had we 
been there on any other day than Saturday, we would 
have gone on still eight or ten miles where tbe fishing is 
said to be better than where wo “ ’bout ship” and Du- 

f an our work, for that would necesaltate twe itraight 
ays, and as I could not afford to fish on Sunday, and 
the day was already fast waning, I concluded to go on 
a homeward stretch. To begin, I adjusted three hooks 
to my line, two of them being baited flies, the other 
simply a baited book, and quite a heavy sinker, and 
puttiiig the longest stretch to my rod, threw the lines as 
far forward as it would reach, when lo! it hardly had 
becouie quiet in the water before it waa violently jerked, 
and I soon had the pleasure of landing three as fine fel¬ 
lows as 1 caught during the day; they jointly weighed 
IJ lbs. The stream being very stiff, it was necossary 
for the Captain lo devote niniself exclusively to tbe con¬ 
trol of the boat, “hooking on,” and holding whenever a 
good “hole” was tapped, he declares the first yielded 
no less than half a hundred; I could not vouch myself 
for the fact, as I had no time to count, but the ultimate 
result I can fully attest It was half past one, p. k., 
when we began to descend, and it waa 7 when we pulled 
up at the mouth of the river, pretty well blowed, ready 
to give up for the day, and take a homeward march. 
We lunched again, took a deeply relished, refreshing 
draft of the ice.cold water, counted our trophies, and 
made a luxuriant “shake kown’’ for them of leaves and 
fresh cut grass, covering them from the moon’s delete¬ 
rious rays, and started on our loug and tiresome home¬ 
ward voyage of 18 miles with a cargo of 268 trout, takeu 
that day, of which the Captain clmmed the taking of 
Just one dozen, though I felt perfectly willing to con¬ 
cede him a full score. Many of these uoble spedmens 
weighed a pound, but many more of them half a pound, 
while the great majority would require no less than 
six to make a pound. Two hundred and forty bad 
been taken In less than five hours by one rod, and by 
our pairs of bands, which we both felt, was no mean ex¬ 
ploit in that line to boast of. 

It was in the "wee sma' hours of the mom” when 
we called for admittance at the hotel, and two o’clock 
was marked on my watch’s dial plate when ready to 
lay my old and wearv limbs to rest, and prepare by 
serious reflection, my busy mind to join the spirits of 
tbe air, and make a distant trip to commune with and 
watch over other congenial spirits near and dear. I 
felt I bad labored hard and was undoly fatigue^ bat 
the pleasure of Muntlng the trophlec fat outwelghsd 
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the dlttreM end expeote, lo I was deeply eatisfled, and 
west Into calm repose, out of which 1 was awakened 
late In the morning, and arose to find a ministerial 
partr of seven had arrived to re-open the campaign on 
the Jordan the following day, an appropriate company 
for the place U we regard the rivers name as Indicative. 

1 feel much pleasure In Bnishing this simple sketch with 
a slight lilbute to my companion for the day. I found 
he was a traveled man, and our reminiscences were of a 
pleasant character, as our acquaintance with many for¬ 
eign cities, ports, islands, seas and countries were mu¬ 
tual, be, as well as I, having circumnavi^ted the 
globe, ttsbed the grounds of St. Paul's, the DeCesitre 
Castro channel a'nd the uralts of Magellan, bad climbed 
the heights of New Zealand, ascended Tosman's bead, 
visited Kio de Jenelro, the Amazon, the Mediteranlan, 
and many other points whither an old salt might be in¬ 
clined to roam, or to which his destiny might lead him. 
It was indeed a reminiscence my heart bad hungered 
for. which added materially to the pleasure of the day, 
and beguiling the tedium of labor during the night. 

As we have been quite extended in these details, not 
so much as might be suspected to herald our own 
acblevmonts, as to put prominently forward the locali¬ 
ties at which can be found most conspicuous! v the de¬ 
sirable combinations of healthful salubrliy, beauty of 
scenery, comfortable accommodations, and truly recrea¬ 
tive amusement, it certainly will not be amiss to note 
at the close the various lines of travel by which they 
can be bust and most cheaply reached. From the south 
the Q. R. & I. Railroad can be reached at almost any 
point, and from the east via. any one of the eighteen 
railroads, crossing at, and from Chicagm, via. the Michi¬ 
gan Central Railroad or the Qoodrlch Line of steamers 
running nightly to Grand Haven, thence by rail to 
Grand Rapids, or by rail via. the Michigan Central to 
Grand Rapids, or those trout fields can be reached by 
steamboat from Detroit, Chicago or intermediate points 
Aurevoir. B. Wait. 

As a postscript, I would add that other and more ex¬

Poisoning Fish. 

The fact has been mentioned that an extraordinary 
mortality of fish was noticed along the Genesee river 
from the Lower Falls to the lake. Under the direction 
of Beth Green, his brother, M. A. Green, andE. Marks, 
made an examination of the facts. Their report is ns 
follows: 

Monday, M.ay 10—The vata at the paper milU cleaned 
and their contents sent into tbe river. 

Wednesday, May 12—Fish acting very strangely, 
leaping wildly and going ashore. Men and boys caught 
them in their bands. 

Thursday, May 13—Dead fish noticed. 

Friday, May 14—Number of dead fish increasing. 
Sunday, May 18—The shores of the river from the 
Lower Fulls to the mouth were lined with dead fish. 
Noticed that most of tbe fish had burst open and the 
bladders floated free. There seemed lo be a bloody 
matter all over tbe inside of the bodies of the fish. 

Tuesday, May 18—A terrible stench from the decay¬ 
ing fish. 

The first comment we wish to make on this report 
is one which is suggested by tbe observation of Beth 
Green, but of which we have hitherto been ignorant. 
He has found that of fish dying, not more than one in 
twenty rises to the surface. This fact was ascertained 
by his experience at the batchieg-bouses in Caledonia. 
Ibe quantity of dead fish seen, therefore, hardly be¬ 
gins to indicate the mortality. The fact seems to be 
that, as Mr. Green expresses it, the whole family of fish 
which visit the river in spring to spawn have been 
killed off. The river cannot begin to be stocked as it 
was in twenty-five years, and 1|50,000 will not cover the 
loss. Many of the fish caught before any dead speci¬ 
mens were noticed on the river were evidently affected 
by the poison. Most of the pcopls living in the vicinity 
take advantage of the run of fish in the spring to lay 
in a keg or two for the season, but some of those have 
since discovered that the fish have spoiled in the kegs. 

The fact is, that all the pike and bass which made 
their home in the lower Genesee, and other varieties 
which visit the stream for spawning, have been dc- 
stiuyed. It is an offence against the laws of the Btate 
of New York as well of Pennsylvania to allow dele- 
terous mutters which poison fish to flow or be cast into 
a stream; and if such a proceeding is found to have 
been tbe cause of tbe mortality of the fish, then the 
negligent parties ought to be prosecuted, somebody 
ought to pay the damage done. * Here is a matter that 
should enlist the attention of game and fish associa¬ 
tions everywhere. 


American Game Birds. 

THS KALLAHO (ADAS B08CBAB.) 

This well known duck, common to both hemis¬ 
pheres, has long been supposed to be the origin of the 
common domestic duck; but tbe certainty of this is 
doubted by some naturalists, as there is not found 
among the wild mallard that diversity.of marking 
whicu is to be seen among the tame birds. Though it 
cannot be said to be unooiumoa in our waters. It is by 
no means so common as the dusky duck, which It k- 
sembles in habits, or as the wood duck, the blue and 
the green-winged teats, and several other kiads. It 
abounds in the Bouthern nee fields in winter, and at 
the West in the fail and spring. 

Ths mallard is thus deacriced by Audubon:— BUI 
abont the length of the bead, greenish yellow, high at 
base, depressed end widened toward the end, rounded 
at lop. Head of moderate klie. oblong, compressed; 
neck rather ioqg and slender; body, full; feet, stout; 
placed a little behind the center, orange red. Plu¬ 
mage, dense, soft, elastib; of the head and neck, blend¬ 
ed and re^ilcade^ of a deap green, with a ring of whlta 


about the middle of the neck. Tall, short, rounded, of 
sixteen acute feathers, of which the four central ones 
are recurved. Fore part of breast, dark, browniab 
cbeatnut; fore part of back, light, yellowish brown; rest 
of back, brownish bisck; rump, black, with green and 
purplish blue reflections, as sre tbe recurved tail feath¬ 
ers. Upper surface of wings, grayish brown. Tbe 
speculum, or besuty spot, on about ten of the seconda¬ 
ries, is of a brilliant changing purple and green, edged 
with velvet black and white. Breast, sides and abdo¬ 
men, pale gray, minutely undulated with darker; low¬ 
er tail coverts, black. Length, 24 inches. Tbe female 
is somewhat smaller, with upper parts of a pale, yel- 
lowieh brown, streaked and spotted with dusky brown; 
lower parts, dull olive; speculum with less green." 

The nest of tbe Mallard is in some solitary recess of 
the marstths, amid coarse grass and sedges that grow 
along the border of lakes and rivers and is generally 
some dlstauce from the water. Tbe eggs are from ten 
to eighteen, of a bluish while. When leaving tbe nest, 
tbe female frequently covers tbe eggs. As soon as 
hatched, the young are led to the water by tbe mother, 
where they swim and dive with great dexterity. 

Tbe Mallard feeds upon aquatic insects and plants. 
The legitimate methods of shooting tbe Mallard diS'er 
in no wise from those employed in the pursuit of other 
species of ducks frequenting inland waters, excepting 
that one must, of course, always take into account the 
ditt'erence in habits and those resorts most beloved of 
each kind. For example, one need not look for tbe 
mallard in fallen tree-tops, as he would for the wood 
duck, though mallard and wood duck might both ajiring, 
startled at the approach of his skiff, from the same liliud 
nook of the marsh, where the wild oats have templed 
them alike to a feast beloved of all ducks which are 
themselves, in turn fit to be feasted on. Nor need he 
think to see the mallard follow in its flight all the wind¬ 
ings of the channel of a marshy stream, as is the wont 
of the Blue-winged Teal. But if he hunts on foot, fol¬ 
lowing tbe bank, or in a boat, following Lhe channel in 
its devious course among the sedges, rushes, wild oats, 
pickerel weed, aiTow-bead, and all tbe luxuriant growth 
of the marshes, he must step lightly, paddle silently, be 
always alert, always cool, always ready. 

In this connection it is well to say that it is best, if 
possible, to approach all ducks up wind —that is, with 
the wind blowing from them toward you. Not that, us 
some suppose, the sense of smell is so strongly devel¬ 
oped in them that they will, through it, become aware 
of your approach, but that their hearing is most acute, 
and the slightest sound carried to them by a wind fa¬ 
voring them will alarm them. Avoid overcharging and 
tbe use of too largo shot, both common mistakes 
throughout the countiy. A gun so charged as to recoil 
painfully expends a large portion of its force against 
the shooter's shoulder; and of the other mistake, an 
ounce of No. 4 or No. 5 shot contains so many more 
pellets than the same measure of a larger size, that by 
using the sm iller your chance of billing your mark is 
largely incre ased. _ ^ _R- E- R- 

Walking through the Woods with a Treacherous 
Companion. 

As a test of nerve, the recent experience of a way¬ 
farer traveling a wood road near Olympia, Washington 
Territory, waa as remarkable as any on record. The 
man was a speculator, looking out land, and he trudged 
through the forest, following the almost unused path 
Wmed by an old road made by pioneers in the wilder¬ 
ness. His mind was devoted to one subject—the criti¬ 
cal examination of the kind of trees upon tbe land 
about him, and of the character of the soil, and he 
failed lo notice for some time a “pit-a-pat" upon the 
dead leaves near him. Ho at first scarcely looked 
down, when he felt something rubbing against bis legs, 
and heard a alight purring sound', but when be aid 
look bis heart came up to bis mouth and a cold sweat 
started as suddenly as though he were suspendud by a 
weak rope over Niagara. Pressing itself softly against 
his legs, twining about him as be walked, moved its 
flexile Dody swittly, but with a nerve as sound, turning 
up fleroe eyes with somothing almost like a terrible 
laugh in them, was a huge cougar! No chicken was 
Ibis man in tbe woods, but his account of the manner 
in which his hat waa raised by his hair is not to be con¬ 
sidered as apocryphal at all. Bleek and supple and 
muscular the beast glided about, and at intervals it 
would come closer again, and press its body against 
the legs of tbe man, Uie touch making gooseflesn of 
every inch of bis form. 

It was a terrible experience, that interview with the 
cougar in the forest primeval, and it waa well for him 
that bis nerves were of the kind to do honor to a fron¬ 
tier adventurer. Steadily pursuing his course with 
steps that would falter occasionally, he kept on, and 
wiin him the beast continued its treacherous gambols. 
At limes it would glide a few paces to the front, and 
roll over on the road, and wait for the man to come up, 
and then it would circle around him again until the 
pulse, almost too strong to be raised, would come upon 
mm to spring upon the brute, opposing fists to fangs, 
and ending tne intoterable suspense at any risk, 'i ne 
movemeuia of tbe terrible animal were but as tbe play¬ 
ing of a cat with a mouse, and tbe man knew it. Tne 
moment came at length, when the strain could be boro 
no longer, and the man kicked desperately at tbe beast 
as it passed him. In an instant it bounded in front and 
crouched tor a spring, growling hoarsely, and showmg 
ita teeth. Tbe man stopped and shouted bopelessiy tor 
help, while tbe cougar did not spring at once, but ap¬ 
peared waiting to Ratify its humor a little longer. Tbe 
shout, fortunately, was not in vain. 

There were hunters and dogs in the immediate vici¬ 
nity aa rare fortune would have it, and the hounds 
dashed suddenly from tbe covert- as the cougar seemg 
them, leaped for a tree. A few minutes later the beast 
fell a victim to bullets, and the man with whom it hud 
taken a eiroll was telling his story and trying to restore 
me normal condition ot nil nerves by internal appllca- 
tlons from a small flask.

Hr. Waddell on Early and Late Development. 

To Teb Fibld: —It frequenlly happens that in giv¬ 
ing our opinion on various topics, that we do not make 
ourselves fully understood, but leave matters in a shape 
that would give to many wrong ideas. Now, when in 
your issue of Aug. 2l8t, 1 stated: “ very many, if their 
dugs do not show extra noses, and perform well at 
eighteen months old, they complain that he is worth¬ 
less." Nuw, 1 agree with Mr. Burges, that a dog should 
show a good nose at an early age, but that experience 
that is necessary to make a dog agreeable to hunt with, 
and which improves bis nose—and by that 1 mean, an 
experience that leads him to hunt for tbe game 
towards, and at tbe places that an old dog distinguishes 
himself in doing; I say, before a dog is two or three 
years old, be is not the dog that a gentleman wants 
when be inquires for a thoroughly broken, experienced 
dog. I am aware that when a persOn can have tbe ad¬ 
vantage of lime and money to visit different localities', 
where he can shoot from August to January and even 
later, that a young dog may bo perfected sooner by 
having been given the experience that many dugs can¬ 
not have at the same age; but it is well known by many 
sportsmen, that some of the most celebrated dogs we 
have ever had in this country—dogs whose powers of 
scenting were remarkable—Aid not show at an early 
age “any nose" to make them valued. Last fall only, 

1 parted with a pup to a gentleman in Bt. Louis. If 
there ever was a young dog that should have done well, 
ibis pup was the one. He was bred from as fine ana 
noted a dog nod bilcli as there is in this country; but 
wbat was my surprise when 1 received letters from the 
purchaser staling that this pup was worthless—that he 
would not ])ay any attention to a bird, and that he had 
bad him in the company of one of the best of dogs, and 
on fields covered with game. 1 wrote him that 1 was 
positive the dog would make a good oue, as I had seen 
tbe same thing happen with young dogs that bad after¬ 
wards turned out superior dogs. 1 heard nothing from 
the gcnllemau for mouths. He now writes me that tbe 
dog shows remarkable powers of scenting, and is con 
sidered by all who have seen him in the field, ns one 
of the beat dugs in the Btate. 1 have named this one 
case to show tnat good blood does not always show 
itself in dogs at an early age. That it is more agreea¬ 
ble, I will confess; but to manage a large kennel—lo 
breed from twenty-five bitches yearly, and considering 
them tbe best that time, experience and good iudg- 
meni could obtain—to do Ibis, is lo see some of the 
same parentage deficient; to see some very precocious, 
whilst all will ultimately turn out well ii given an 
e<|Ual chance. 

f dislike lo disagree with Mr. Burges, and I do not 
think wc do on any material points; but as our experi¬ 
ences may have been different, so may our ideas be; 
and alinuugb ibe .sporting world may not gain any in- 
formation, they may be aole to sue that there is great 
interest being taken in the improvement of the dog. 

I would say that 1 liavc nuw at my kennel two bitches 
that have dune good work in the Held since they were 
SIX months old—would always point and show a dis- 
liusition to quarter their ground from the lime they 
Ural went into the field. A know of others from the 
same litter that would not until older; but 1 have never 
known a well bred dog that would not sooner or later 
make a fine field dog, if he received the proper hand¬ 
ling in the field on game. There are a great many per¬ 
sons who do not feel able to pay the price tor a broxen 
dog, and therefore buy pupa, thinking that all they 
have to do is to wail one year and then tUey will have as 
good an one as their trieud has, and if, wnen the year 
comes round they have nut, they complain that they 
nave been imposed upon. 

U is just as necessary to guard a pup iu all bis doings 
as it is a child. To allow a pup to run vagrant and 
associate with every cur in the street, is the same as to 
allow a child lo become pertecteu in every vice before 
be knows his letters, and yet many do so, telling you 
there is plenty of time yet; but wnen the time arrived 
that they thought to break the pup, he bud acquired 
habits mat it was almost impossioie to break him of. 
A well broken bitch can wun her pups show better 
manageiaeni than half the ones mat ihiuk they know 
all about it. 1 saw such a case in illinois some years 
ago, when the cuickens could be found but a few hun¬ 
dred yaiAa from tbe staiiou on the railroad. The old 
Uitch would go alone from the station with her Ihres 
pointer pups, only four uionths old, ahd range over the 
prairie wim her pups Uenind ner, wun as much precis¬ 
ion and workmuQ-iikc order as if she had her owner 
with her, and would point her game while all the little 
fellows wou.d back her on her point. Of course 1 do 
not advocate a dug hunung on nisuwu book, or running 
louse so he couiu have a cuunce lo do so, but 1 men¬ 
tion this case ui the pointer and her pups to show that 
early associaliuus have a tendency to shape tbe future 
dog. 

Air. Burges states that he does-not think it takes any 
longer to perfect a setter than a pointer. Well, that 
would depend, 1 think, on wnul family of pointers and 
aelters we had seen the most of. My experience haa 
caused me to think that a pointer matures earlier than 
me setter, and A nave heard very many sporUmen ex¬ 
press tbe same opinion. Wc are allluUueuced by what 
we have seen, and os for myself, A have had reason to 
change my mind on many pomis in breeding during 
the oue year just past, and nope, if 1 am iu me wrong 
on any matters periuiumg to breeding, that the next 
year will have mo changed, and that soon we will 
have no mistakes to matte.

A better class o/ people than that which attended the stallion 
race nt Beacon Park yesterday afternoon bos not been seen at any 
equine contest In this vicinity since the famons Bullion race of s 
y?ar sgo, at tbe track bordering the Mystic river. The attendance 
numbered between 9,50(1 nnd 3,000 pereone, arid for such a crowd 
the collectton of caniages was larger than Is nsnally seen nt either 
of the conraes In this nelghborhoud. The attraction was one of 
tbe two races arranged by Col. U. S. Rnssell end Mr. W. B. Smith, 
for tbelr respective stallions. Smuggler nnd Tbomns Jefferson. 
The conteat was tbe result of n ebailenge offered by Mr. Smith, 
who propoeed two races—one of mile heat* and the other of two 
mile benU. Tbe Brst of the races was assigned for Beacon Park, 
and In Gonaeqoence of rain It was postponed from Wednesday to 
Thnndiy, or the nextfalr day. Bslng of opinion that weather nnd 
track would not he antuble for the race before F'ldey, Tom Car 
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MBtor, the driver of Jeffenoo, left for Hertford Wedneedaj even* 
fog, end elthongh telegrepbed for, did not errlve yeeterdey in eee- 
eon to trot hie hone in the race, which wee In order eccordl^ to 
^r«eoient, beceuee the track and the day were favorable. Pied, 
night wee therefore aselgoed u the driver of JeffereoD, and Mr. 
Marvin handled the rlbbone over 8maggler. The latter horae waa 
the favorite at nearly dIJO to $>0, prjvlouH to the etart, and bet< 
Ung wae quite animated. On the toai for poaltiona Bmnggler waa 
furtanate. and aeoured the pole. 

Piaar UcAT.—The horaee failed of a atari bat ooce« and they 
went away nearly head and head at the aecond effort, their speed 
being aboat eqoal. Bmnggler gained an advantage on the torn, 
and M they approached the quarter pole he waa a leogth In ad¬ 
vance, ^yllght being Juat visible between him and his competitor. 
The lead waa slightly increased at the qnarter pole, where half a 
length of daylight separated the two colt-getters as 8mug,(ler left 
H record of MM seconds for the first qnarter. Smuggler was trot¬ 
ting well wlthTo himself, and Uie gall at which be was going was 
aimply an exercise for him. Directly after tnrnlng Into the straight 
Hide, Jefferson waa urged along, aod he closed with .''muggier so 
that bis bead was nearly even with the favorite's wheel. 

' A very little urging CocrBaaed Smuggler's pace, however, and 
he coniinnedwclTln advance antll heflnlened the first half, whore 
he was a length and a half In front lu the second quarter 

having been finished in MM s. From thU point a great dual was 
expected of Jefferson, and he was ni'ged tu as fast a gait as it was 
possible for him to go. He closed ao well that on the roadstretch 
ne lapped Smugglers flank, and there It rested for a short brush 
to the three-quarter pole. The favorite eeemed to be Jogging 
at this point, and It was no effort for bim to keep In advance uf 
Jefferson as they came down the stretch. Indeed, the effort to 
reach Smugg er seemed to be too great for tbe stallion from Hart¬ 
ford, and while Smuggler waa comlDg borne easily tbo black one 
broke uad y.and rau over the score a good length behind tbe ebam- 
uloo. Smaller was therefore declared the winner of tbe heat In 
and^e betting In hU favor waa Increased as his prospects 
of wltinlng became brighter. 

6ao.>ND Hbat.—A handsome send-off was given on the third at¬ 
tempt, aud Smuggler went to the fnnt without delay. As the 
horses made the first tuin Jefferson broke badly, and fell at least 
six leugibs behind, and Smuggler jigged easily to the quarter la 
87Ms. This gait waa malataioed to the flolsb of tbe first half, 
which wai made lu 1:14M. He bad an easy coarse tbe rest of the 
way, merely keeping his lead, lie came home easily with a lead 
of two lengths, and was declared the winner of tbe heat to 
Tbiro HKAT.^When the bui'ses appeared for tbe word In tbe 
third beat Jefferson seemed so bally lamed tbtt It was deemed 
advisable to withdraw him, and the Judges permitted him to be 
laken to the stable, as he had badly strained a tondOD of the near 
hind leg. 8tn.iggler thereupon ’’walked over" fo.’ the third heat, 
making tbe quarter In 48 s , th i first half lu 1 rM, and tbe mile in 
%:40, the last quarter being made lu 8114 e. Bmuggler was there¬ 
fore declared tbe winner of the race.

The Downfall of the Inflatlonlats. | 

The result of the October elections is anything but I 
satisfactory to the inflationists. The die has been cast 
against them, and they go about the streets us mourn¬ 
ers, for their rag baby is not. 

It was on the Ohio election that all eyes were turned, 
fos^t was there that the great flght was made between 
the inflationists, and the sound money men. There it 
was that the best talent in the country was at work on 
either side; and there it was that the money was freely 
spent for and against Bill Allen's pet scheme. Every 
nerve was exerted to its utmost tension by the more- 
money men bf the country, to secure the election of 
the Democratic candidates, in hopes that it might have 
an influence in enabling them to carry the next presi¬ 
dential election; but alas! for the uncertainty of human 
things, their calculations have been all upset. 

The telegrams inform us that Mr. Hayes, the Repub¬ 
lican candidate, has been elected by more than 5,000 
majority, thus changing the political order of afl'airs in 
that State of two years ago. We are not inclined to 
regard this so much of a political victory, as a test of 
feeling which exists on the question of currency. It is 
quite reasonable to suppose votes were cast in many 
esses irrespeotive of party proclivities, on account of 
the dispension existing on this money question. Many 
men could not bring themselves to think that a further 
supply of greenbacks would be beneficial to the coun- 
tiy, and therefore threw their influence on the side of 
the opposition. We take it for granted that the more 
intelligent portion of the American voters think that a 
return to specie payments at as early a day as possible 
is the best thing that can be done for the welfare of 
every man, woman and child living in the United 
Slates, and it is on this hypothesis that we attribute 
the defeat of the Democratic party in Ohio more than 
to amy other. 

Experience proves that no people can be prosperous 
for any length of time when overburdened with an ir¬ 
redeemable paper money, and the sooner our commer¬ 
cial paper is established on a specie basis, the better it 
will be for the country. One of the first things that 
Congress should do when it meets next December is to 
make a law compelling the government to take green¬ 
backs in payment for customs duties, and that will stop 
the specalation in gold, restore confidence in the peo¬ 
ple, and bring our paper on a par with gold, or nearly 
so. When this is done the advocates of more green¬ 
backs will learn that there is plenty of money in the 
country to do all the business that is capable of being 
done; they will be surprised to see how fast it will roll 
out from its hiding places, where it is now stored away 
■imply for want of confidence and the uncertainty of 
things in general. 

In Iowa Mr. Samuel J. Kirkwood is elected Governor 
by about 3,5000 majority over bis Democratic opponent. 
This is the second time that Mr. Kirkwood has been 
called to the gubernatorial chair of that Stale, and as 
he made a good executive ofllcer the first time, U is not 
unreasonable to say that he will prove equally as good 
the second. We think, however, that be will no sooner 
take his seat than he will be chosen to represent that 
State in the U. 8. Senate. 


The Yard Boundary Match, 

There seems to be a diversity of opinion ns to the 
conduct and result of the match which was shot at Dex¬ 
ter Park last week between Oapt. Bogardus and Mr. 
Greene Smith, in which Mr. Samuel Turrlll was referee. 
The account of the affair which we gove In our last Is¬ 


sue does not appear to meet with the approval of the 
Smilh-Turrlll party, as Mr. Martin informs. This gen¬ 
tleman, as the representative of Messrs. Turrill and 
Smith, called on us on Wednesday and gave us their 
version of the affair, which differs somewhat materially 
from that given by us last week. Mr. Martin, al¬ 
though not present at the shoot himself, has recited to 
us the story as told to him by his friends who were on 
the ground. It is as follows: That Messrs. Smith and 
Turrill feel hurt at the report given by us; that the 
match was conducted with perfect fairness; that Mr. 
Smith won it fairly, his bird being the only one that 
fell dead within the limited boundary, and remaining 
there; that the two birds killed by Capt. Bogardus were 
silting on the plunge at the time he fired, and conse¬ 
quently could not be counted in his favor, as, accord¬ 
ing to the rules, they must be on the wing when shot; 
and that none of the Captain’s birds lay dead within 
the three feet boundary. 

According to this version Mr, Smith undoubtedly 
won the match fairly, and Mr. Turrill was perfectly 
right in awarding him the prize. But this side of tho 
story does not harmonize with that which we publish¬ 
ed last week, and which was imparted to us by several 
gentlemen who were present at the match, and who, 
wc are sure, would not have misinformed us knowing¬ 
ly. We certainly had no interest in making a mis¬ 
statement of the affair, as the parties directly interest¬ 
ed were and are unknown to us, personally. We would 
not willingly do any man an injustice, neither shall we 
suppress the truth when it is for the public good that 
it be told. Our duty as Journalists requires us to give 
a truthful and correct report of current events, as far 
as we are able, and this wo shall do, let the blame fall 
where it will. Wc are always ready and willing to 
make any correction when we are satisfied that we 
arc in error, as our aim is to give nothing but the truth. 
And our columns are always open for reply by those 
parties who feel that they have been misrepresented. 
Wc have no disposition to place any person in a false 
light, and trust we have not done so. 

The -’Pull-Baok” Drsae. 

Readers of scriptural history will doubtless remember 
thc interview between a Mrs. Potipbar and her stew¬ 
ard, named Joseph. Those who recall the circumstance 
to memory as detailed in the aforesaid history, will 
recollect that at the close of a short but stormy scene, 
Joseph essayed to very impolitely leave tho would-be 

pleasant society of Mrs. P-, but she, incensed at 

bis unceremonious mode of departure, plucked him by 
the rear of bis cloak and “ palled it back.” 

This is probably the first historical record we have of 
the present style of dress, that fashion dictates women 
shall wear. 'The female form divine has almost always 
been the subject on which Dame Fashion displayed her 
handiwork, and it is a noted fact that the history of 
fashion has hitherto repeated itself at stated intervals, 
but it seems as if in the case of the " pull-back" dress, 
there had been an attempt made by some foreign mod¬ 
iste to diverge from the beaten track of styles followed 
in times past, and it moat certainly bos been done. 

Viewed from an esthetic standpoint, there certainly 
is much to admire in the ” pull-back,” although it does 
not seem to be a joy forever to the wearer, but it is 
made to a certain extent an object of ridicule and scorn 
on the part of the male sex. 

As affording ample opportunity for the study of the 
anatomical form of the female, it is admirable, and no 
one with any eye to the beauties of nature can fail to ' 
find abundant chance on any pleasant day, by merely 
strolling down a crowded thoroughfare. 

The one very noticeable advantage the dress has, is 
that in crowded vehicles for public conveyance, and in

We thought it had 
been pretty well settled that pigeon shooting did not 
come under the bead of cruelty to animals. If not, it 
should be at once, that the gentlemanty shooters of tho 
country may thoroughly understaud the ground they 
stand on, as they are the last class to wilfully violate 
the laws of the States. An attachment was gotten out 
for’Bogardus' gun and baggage, but failing to find these 
coveted articles, the officers had their labor in vain. 
When they got there the things were not where they 
were, but had found other and safer quarters.

the end of that hole, and then he retraces his steps and 
appears in front again, ready for another march into 
another camp.

I would remark that this efl'ectite 
plan is the invention of the Virginia negroes. 1 have 
seen it put in practice often, and never knew it to fai .
